Town Counsel Frederic S,. 
O’Brien has reported to the School 
Committee that the law prohibits 
use of public school funds for the 
supplying of health services for 
students enrolled in private 
schools, 


He put his legal opinion into a 
ruling for Supt, Edward I, Erick- 
son at the request of the school 
policy makers, 


Prompting the inquiry was the 
Dec. 9 request of Rev. Kenneth 
J. Kennedy, OSA, pastor of St. 
Augustine’s Church for an exten= 
sion of school health services to 
the 640 youngsters at St, Augus- 
tine’s School, 


Despite the fact that the school 
committee motion on the Question 
included a request that O’Brien 
be asked to rule also on whether 
such service could be provided 
through the Board of Health, the 
attorney said he had not been asked 
for an opinion on other than the 
use of school funds. 


St, Augustine’s is seeking town 


‘help because the school’s student 


body has grown to the point that 
it is now difficult to obtain the 
voluntary services of doctors and 
nurses as in the past, 

In making his appeal, Father 
Kennedy told the School Committee 
that he estimated that it would cost 
the town about $300 to provide such 
service. This, he pointed out, would 
be considerably less than Andover 
saves because the parents of 640 
children privately support the edu- 
cation of their family at a parochial 
school,

Board Votes 
Suspension 


On the motion of William Ste- 
wart, the Board of Selectmen voted 
Tuesday to suspend the liquor 
license of Anchor’s Aweigh Cafe 
(Fred’s Lunch) for the dates of 
Jan, 3, 4 and 5, 

The decision was unanimous, 

Stewart reminded the board that 
a warning had been issued to this 
same license holder previously for 
the same violation, serving a 
minor, The board held a public 
hearing on Dec, 14 at the request 
of the state Alcoholics Beverages 
.Commission, 


After an executive session dis- 
cussion, the Board of Selectmen 
re-assembled Tuesday for a 3-2 
vote taking the Shorten garage 
property on Park St, and awarding 
its owners $32,500 in damages, 

Approving the action were 
Members Roger Collins and Paul 
Cronin and Chairman Philip K. 
Allen, Casting negative votes were 
Robert Watters and William Ste-’ 
wart, 

The vote was taken’on a motion 
made by Cronin and it nullified. 
the board’s previous vote of Dec. 
14 to proceed with an eminent 
domain taking for $26,300 the ap= 
praised value of the property. 

Robert W. Shorten and his wife, 
Adelaide Webb Shorten, owners 
of the downtown garage, were on 
hand to hear the board’s decision, 

The decision culminated four 
months of negotiations which began 
after a special town meeting voted 
a maximum of $40,000 for acquisi= 
tion of the strategically located 
mid-town property. The matter 
seemed near settlement some 
weeks ago when Shorten verbally 
accepted an offer of $30,000, but 
when this was withdrawn the situa- 
tion remained static until the board 
voted a taking, 

One selectman said after Tues= 
day’s meeting that the out-of-court

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School Milk Contract 
Awarded ‘To Findeisen 


Milk will be delivered to An= 
dover public schools for the 
balance of the year by Findeisen 
Farms Inc,, Methuen, for even less. 
than the previous low-bid service 
provided by Brox Dairies, 
Methuen, | 

Findeisen was awarded the con= 
tract for a bid of $,0528, opened 
at a special meeting of the School 
Committee Dec, 22. 

Until Dec. 8, Brox supplied the 
schools at the rate of $,0555 for 
kindergarten through grade six 
and $.0549 for grades seven to 


2 

Other bids submitted for the 
mid-year award were: $,0535 = 
Diamond Dairy Farms Inc., Salem, 
N. H.; $.055 = Walnuthurst, An- 
dover; and $,057 - H. P. Hood & 
Sons, Only four of the eight dairies 
which took out forms submitted 
bids. 

The school department’s call 
for new milk quotations was issued 
after the Andover Board of Health 
revoked Brox’ license to deliver 
half pints to local schools, The 
board, which met privately at a 
special meeting earlier this month, 
has not as yet held a regular 
meeting for release of the minutes 
which should detail the reasons for 
its action, It is understood, how= 
ever, that the Methuen dairy was

dropped for its inability to con= 
sistently deliver milk that was 
up to B, of H, standards for 
freshness, 

At the time of the cancellation, 
a spokesman for Brox said the 
unsatisfactory bacteria count, 
which prompted the board’s action, 
was the result of a mechanical 
difficulty which had been core 
rected, Andover health officials 
have refused so far to comment on 
the whole matter, 

The newly issued coptract is for 
the delivery of waxed or plastic 
lined half-pints filled with whole 
homogenized fluid. milk with a 
butterfat minimum of three per- 
cent and vitamin D added, 

According to the specifications, 
the average daily consumption in 
the schools is approximately 4,250 
pints.

~ Law Poses C 


(A Townsman News Feature) 

The complexities of problems 
that lie ahead for local officials 
who must attempt to interpret the 
state’s new Hatch Act for the pro 
tection of water supplies and wet- 
lands became more obvious this 
week, ; 

Commissioner Robert L, Yasi 
of the Department of Natural Re= 
sources was in town for some in= 
formal questioning of officials 
Tuesday preparatory to his 
agency’s ruling on the first local 
construction project to come under 
the measure which controls the 
filling or dredging of banks, flats, 
marshes, meadows and swamps. 

The Board of Selectmen has al- 
ready recommended flat refusal 
of the Acreage Development 
Corp.'s plans for filling of a por 
tion of a swamp adjacent to Fish 
Brook to permit residential con= 
struction, It reinforced this posi- 
tion Tuesday night by agreeing to 
Selectman William Stewart’s pro= 
posal that Natural Resources offi- 
cials be given detailed reasons for 
the board’s earlier decision to 
recommend against allowing the 
construction company to proceed, 

At the informal fact finding 
session, held this week as a follow 
up to an earlier public hearing, 
Commissioner Yasi showed more 
interest in evolving a compromise 
position than town officials and 
conservationists who appeared to 
express concern over the potential 
danger to the town’s water system 
if Contractor Jean J. Chalifour 
of Andover is permitted to con= 
tinue with laying out a cluster of 
eight houses on land to be re= 
claimed from the swamp by ex= 
cavation and filling, 

The commissioner, pointing out 
that his office had a hand in 
plumping for legislation to control 
the use of wetlands, said he is 
also interested in seeing that 
‘“conservation isn’t going to be 
carried out at thecost of individual 
rights.** 

At issue is the disposition of 
about 15 acres of swamp land, 
Chalifour wants to fill a portion 
of the area now and the balance 
later as he continues with con= 
struction on more than 100 acres 
of land between River Road and 
Cross Street, 

To support his contention that 
he should be allowed to proceed, 
he points to the fact that the land 
he wants to fill is some 650 feet 
from the banks of Fish Brook which 
he and his lawyer contend leaves 
sufficient natural drainage avail- 
able to handle” even the waters of 
a swollen spring stream, 

Water Supt, Donald C, Bassett, 
however, is less concerned with 
the stretch of swamp to be filled 
than he is with what might happen 
to the town’s water supply in the 
process, 

On the site there are deposits 
of a powdery claylike substance 
which Bassett has seen suspended 
in Andover waters before and he 
is anticipating in advance what 
could happen if this non=dissolving 
non=soluble material were to be 
wafted into Fish Brook and float 
into Haggett’s Pond as thatstream 
fills in the spring, 

This is the water Bassett is 
counting on to replenish the pond, 
He told Commissioner Yasi that 
similar clay material washed into 
Haggett’s once before when the 
construction of Route 495 was 
underway. Thepond was full enough 
then, however, thatthe brown water 
it created drained out as part of 
the over flow, 

But Haggett’s is so low now that 
Bassett feels no such overflow can 
be counted on to solve the problem 
should it occur in the spring, 

Both Bassett and a state health 
official said the brown clay water 
was not considered potable and 
Bassett emphasized that it was 
certainly undesirable for bathing 
and clothes washing, 

The contractor told Commis- 
sioner Yasi that he would take

with a series of dykes to see that 
none of the pesky clay dust could 
settle in the wetlands during con- 
struction, Through his attorney, he 
indicated that he would settle for 
a trial arrangement and cancelou 
if time proved the elaborate control 
technique would not work, 

This did not satisfy Supt. Bassett 
and Selectman Stewart also in-« 
dicated later that he was for 
prevention rather than cure, The 
water superintendent wanted to 
know what he could be expected to 
do in the way of correction if in 
the spring the town’s water supply 
was running brown, He explained 
that the sort of dust he fears 
remains suspended unless it flows 
into a salt water body where an 
electric charge causes it to settle 
as silt, 

While the water superintendent 
is chiefly concerned about what 
could happen during the period 
Chalifour would be digging and 
filling, the conservationists oppose 
any infrigement on the swamp 
area which they seeas valuable for 
flood control and as a green area 
in a rapidly growing community, 

Harold Rafton, a spokesman for 
the Andover Village Improvement 
Society, said adamantly Tuesday 
that he could see ‘‘no reason why 
the town should bail them (the 
contracting firm) out for a $6,000 
loss.”® This is his estimate of 
what Chalifour’s company has in=- 
vested in the land in question, a 
figure he bases on an estimated 
sale price he computed from Re= 
gistry of Deeds figures. 
Chalifour’s attorney, on the other 
hand, replied that the figure Rafton 
quoted does not represent the whole 
of the contractor’s investment to 
date, He pointed out also that it 
would be a costly process to re= 
engineer the whole of the develop=- 
ment, Only one area of the over= 
all project is presently slated for 
development and that has been 
approved by the Planning Board 
and the Board of Health (with cer- 
tain stipulations), subject to the 
ruling of the Department of Natural 
Resources on the fill issue. 

Acreage Development, like many 
another contractor, is caughtinthe 
middle, Its land was bought and all 
the basic plans laid before the 
legislature voted the Hatch Act, 
Now it is up to the state to deter= 
mine whether or not what thecom= 
pany chooses to do in the way of 
development is in the public 
interest, 

The law that has to be in- 
terpreted in coming to a decision 
on the Chalifour case defines in= 
land waters ‘‘as those occurring 
above the rise and fall of thetide,”’ 
Consequently it applies to all in- 
land wetlands or areas adjacent 
to them, It is particularly in= 
tended to regulate alteration pro= 
jects within the active flood plains 
of rivers and streams.

‘Planning is the vital, broad-range, long-term process 
that links needs to solutions, that tells a city where it 
is going and how best to get there. In New York, planners 
don’t plan. They advise, and are often ignored or over- 
ridden. They work hard, they mean well and they have a 
lot of good answers. But officially, nobody needs to 
listen. 

‘Any of the Planning Commission’s recommendations 
can be turned down by the Mayor or the Board of Estimate 
for any reason. In the most basic of matters, selection of 
sites that determine the coordination of a city’s func- 
tions, the Planning Commissioner has one vote against 
five on the Site Selection Board. Obviously, planning in 
New York is not much more than wishful thinking.’”’ 

This editorial report from the New York Times on the 
status of planners and planning in the nation’s largest 
city is a fair assessment also of the impact that planners 
opinions have on the prime movers of things to be in 
Andover. 

The New York commissioner is in fact fortunate. The 
Andover Planning Board has no vote at all in any action 
relating to the selection of a site or type of architecture, 
landscaping etc. for municipal structures. 

Granted, our planners are not paid professionals, but 
their deliberations are made under the watchful eye of a 
consultant who is trained — and paid — to supply the town 
with quality advice. 

How is it then that the powers that be more often than 
not turn a deaf ear when Harold King and his committee 
offer suggestions, particularly if a controversial matter 
is involved? As a case in point: The Planning Board 
announced some months ago that as its members see the 
future, the best remaining possibility as a site for a new 
town hall is the Barnard (Lally) property at Elm Square 
between High and Main Streets. 


As an alternative, they proposed a location on Bartlet 


Street. But the Selectmen have chosen instead to focus 

their attention on consideration of either the Municipal 

Parking Lot land on Main Street or the Shaw property, 

locations that from the planners point of view suggest 

problems 
solutions. 

More recently the Planning Board reported and ad- 
vertised its intention to seek zoning amendments that 
would place controls on parking in the central business 
district. The danger now exists that such determined 
effort will go into battling the board’s proposal for parking 
standards and regulations that it will either die aborning 
or reach town meeting so watered down as to be ineffec- 
tive. 

Without giving blanket approval to what the planners 
suggest, we would like to warn the town against per- 
mitting either. 

Too many Andoverites consider downtown parking a 
merchant’s problem and they are perfectly willing to 
accept what he supplies and/or do without rather than 
share the misery. This is a cut-off-your-nose-to-spite- 
your-face attitude. By the same token, there are business- 
men who want to develop every square inch of property 
they own and let the devil take the hindmost. 

Somebody has to take the long view and this is the 
Planning Board’s delegated responsibility. Its members 
take the position that reasonable demands must be made 
upon our merchants and professional people and that at 
the same time, the town must formulate a program for 
added municipal parking facilities. 

We must agree. 

Parking is everybody’s problem and the day this will 
really hit home is the day the Andover driver can’t squeek 
into a street-side space, or the Co-op lot, or down behind 
the Merrimack bank or onto the municipal lot for the few 
minutes it takes to run into the town hall to pay a water 
bill or to the hardware store for a can of paint, or else- 
where for a pair of hose or a loaf of bread. . . etc. etc. 

At peak periods of activity, Andover is short of down- 
town parking spaces right now. Jf the population doubles 
(as conservative estimates indicate it will) and parking 
solutions are postponed, residents can anticipate either — 

® A center hopelessly engulfed in automobiles. 

@ Or a center abandoned by shoppers too tired to fight 
the traffic for the privilege of dealing with hometown 
concerns. 

Such an end would mean more than inconvenience, It 
would be the forerunner of a deterioration in commercial 
property values and curtailed commercial activity, bad 
news for the masses of taxpayers, and no mistake.

Twice Within A Week 


Raytheon Co, made news twice 
within the week, first with an- 
nouncement of a merger and later 
with reports of a $100 million 
Hawk missiles systems contract 
that will mean work for the An- 
dover plant, 

The $100 million missiles 
agreement with Saudi Arabia 
should bolster the Andover Ray- 
theon facility where employment 


stands at justover 3,000downfrom fF 


a post-war high of about 8,000, 
The local plant is the electronic 
firm’s missiles systems produc= 
tion center, 

The merger will link Raytheon 
with D. C. Heath & Co, of Boston, 
a leading publisher of school and 
college textbooks and a producer 
of classroom films and audio= 
visual aids. Raytheon, a diversi- 
fied electronics manufacturer, has 
acquired three other prominent 
education firms in recent months 
as part of a planned program to 
build a broadly-based education 
business, 

Heath’s sales for 1965 are es- 
timated at more than $18 million, 
The firm, founded in 1885, employs 
more than 500 persons at its Boston 
headquarters and in branchoffices 
at Chicago, Atlanta, Dallas, San 
Francisco, and Englewood, N. J.
